Only recently, our company signed on as a member of the Association. As a medium-sized, full- 
service production facility using M-II as our main editing platform, we have a tremendous interest 
in the drive to establish M-II as a mainstream format with the industry respect it deserves. 


As a marketing representative, there isn’t a workday that goes by for me without having to answer 
the question "What in the hell is M-II?" at least once. Inevitably, clients and prospects have at 
least heard of Betacam. For those who can understand a technical spec chart, I can make a 
favorable comparison just by letting facts speak for themselves. Most of our customers are 
laymen, though. They care not so much about tape coercively and track width as they do about 
how their production will look in their living room. They "know" Betacam is a good, professional 
format, because some "expert" told them so. And with the plethora of consumer-grade formats 
out there, they have good reason to be suspicious of something they’ve never heard of. 


That’s why I take an almost perverse pleasure in bringing the following article to your attention. It 
appeared in the Chicago Film & Video News that arrived in this morning’s mail. This is a local 
trade magazine that endeavors to explain the "complex, mystical" world of video production to 
anyone with an interest, published by a company that produces similar magazines for a dozen 
other trades, such as real estate and truck fleet management. 


The article, "Tips on Hiring a Video Producer," offers pointers as if video production were 
comparable to transplant surgery. And, sure enough, it recommends Betacam with suspicious 
certainty. You can see for yourself that for everyone who reads this, Betacam is the "highest 
quality video available," and other formats "provide a light cost-savings in exchange for reduced 
quality." The Sony Corporation couldn’t have paid for a better ad. 


Now that my chest pains have subsided, I’m turning to you and the Association. Rather than 
respond to the author and publisher myself, I’d prefer to have the Association catch this scent of 
blood. The ignorance (or perhaps... dare I say... deliberate oversight?) reflected in what follows 
should be significant to all who, like JRC Productions, have a vested interest in establishing M-II’s 
rightful image as that of a legitimate, first-class format. 


Once you’ve decided how to mobilize the Association’s swift yet deadly response, please let me 
know how it goes. Thanks for your help!

Excerpted from a Chicago Film & Video News article: 
"Tips on Hiring a Video Producer" by Brian Boden 


"Aside from crew services, clients must be prepared to analyze the type of equipment 
offered by each producer. To achieve the highest quality video available, a Betacam equipment 
package that includes Betacam SP tape stock is preferable for remote shooting. The "SP" is a 
distinguishing characteristic that indicates metal tape stock. If the "SP" is not prevalent, clients 
need to ask producers what type of tape stock will be used during the shoot.

(Other options for remote shoot tape stock include: standard Betacam, 3/4-inch SP and 
standard 3/4-inch. These options provide a light cost-savings in exchange for reduced quality. If 
a stage shoot is included in a producer’s bid, clients may see I-inch tape stock listed for stage 
recording. l-inch tape stock offers virtually the same high quality as Betacam SP.)"

This isn’t the first time that someone in the 
media has neglected to include MII in the range of high-end production formats available to 
producers.

I contacted the author, Mr. Brian Boden, indicating that I had the full weight of the 
membership curious as to why MII wasn’t mentioned. He confided that he had never worked with 
the format, nor had he heard anything bad about it. He apologized if he offended anybody and 
indicated an interest in learning more about it. (I promised him that he would.) 


I then contacted Ms. Donna Proske, the editor of the Chicago Film and Video News. She 
also confided a lack of knowledge concerning the format but wished to learn more for the benefit 
of her readers. She graciously offered us the opportunity for equal time, which we quick] 
accepted, and we will be forwarding a detailed feature on the benefits of MII for publication in her 
periodical. 


The result...more press for MII, thanks to the eagle-eye of a dedicated member. Lets 
channel the press frustration factor into action!!! We deserve and can get the coverage we need if 
we all work together. (And I know that people aren’t always anxious to give us the coverage. But 
we have "plans" for those situations also. Callus.) If any member out there knows of an 
"oversight" which has occurred in the trade press, let us use our influence as a 500 facility army to 
"enlighten" the masses. We’ll get results!!! 


Hats off and thanks again to David Adsit of JRC Productions. 
Mr. Rich Kraemer, Production Director, PSMedia Video Productions, Tumwater, WA writes: 


Kudos to Panasonic and MII! When PSMedia made the first major equipment purchase way back 
in 1980, we went to Sony first. They as much as said we weren’t big enough and very much effort 
to help us would be counter-productive. It didn’t seen to matter that we were beginning our 
business with future purchases to come and that we had nearly a hundred thousand dollars in 
hand--so, we went to Panasonic and JVC 3/4" equipment and the rest is history...at least as far as 
where we purchased is concerned. 


When we were ready to upgrade, we didn’t just assume Panasonic MII was for us. We looked 
around at what was on the market, including Beta SP and decided that for the invested dollar we 
could get a better value with MII. We didn’t really want to do business with Sony considering our 
experience in the past but that didn’t keep us from giving them a shot since the bottom line is a 
quality product for our clients. 


Beyond quality, one of our concerns was...could we get the support we needed if we bought MII? 
Panasonic was there for us when we were into 3/4" --they came through again and again during 
that time. We didn’t really expect anything less. continues on next page

But when we recently traveled to Addis Ababa, Ethiopia to shoot a production we were concerned about being able to 
repair equipment in such a remote area (we took MII). One call to Panasonic and they went above and beyond the 
support they had always shown us. I won’t go into detail here, but you can take my word for it, at Panasonic, we’re not 
too small for them! They were there for us, every step of the way. Ill put a name to "they" too--Al] Jones. We 
couldn’t ask for a better Panasonic representative than Al (Seattle Office). 


We continue to get great reviews on products produced on MII. In fact, our company recently hired a producer from 
Oregon who was sold on Beta SP. After doing his first production on MII however, he was surprised and pleased with 
the quality of the final product saying it was every bit as good or better than Beta SP. 


I can’t say enough about MII, and Panasonic. I guess thanks will have to be enough!

Both decks are equipped with time code generator/readers that link up to the Nucleus single 
frame edit controller and the Lightwave 3-D software program. 


Hosted by Dr. Lenhart, the "Neurodiagnostic Testing" production contains numerous multiple 
generation graphics that not only educate but entertain the national market of Trial Attorneys, 
Chiropractors, and Insurance Claims Adjustors. The information content of the tape gives 
Attorneys and Insurance Adjustors the background needed for personal injury litigation. It also 
provides Chiropractors with a basis from which to obtain necessary clinical documentation for 
their patients. The tape sells for $139.00

INFOCOMM 1992 


a report to the MII Users by

The Association was in attendance at 
Infocomm 92, February 6-8, at the 
Washington Convention Center in 
Washington, DC. Located across from 
Panasonic, with a booth space contributed 
by Gardy-McGrath, we showed the 1991 
MII User Awards winning tapes (in MII 
machines, naturally). Many convention 
goers stopped to watch the monitors and 
ask questions about the productions and 
the Association. Newsletters and MII 
buttons were distributed and quite a few 
new members were added to the list. It 
was great to finally meet so many 
members in person, and I want to thank 
everyone that stopped by. Special thanks 
also go to Lloyd Reed of Reed Film & 
Tape, who spent most of the day on 
Thursday helping at the booth. 


Many MII Dealers wanted to know how 
their MII users can join. I told them to 
either, call or fax to me the name, address 
& phone number of their users, or give 
them the Association 800 number and 
have them can call me directly. I also 
spoke to many potential MII Users who 
were interested in acquiring MII, I put 
MII through it’s paces for them and 
answered questions they have had. 


It was interesting to see the number of 
people who stopped by the booth to ask, 
"what is MII?" They hadn't heard of it 
before. Since INFOCOMM was geared 
towards a Multi-Media/Presentation 
market (as was evidenced by the overhead 
projectors, film projectors, video walls, 
computer display systems, etc.) it’s easy to 
see how people might not have heard of 
MII, Betacam, and 1 inch. With the 
increasing popularity of Desktop Video, 
however, many are now entering into this 
territory for the first time and need to be 
informed about their video format 
options. 


Tips for Rendering to the 
AU-65 from Lightwave 3D

The Panasonic AU-65 is a popular choice 
as a record machine for 3D animators 
using Lightwave 3D and the Video 
Toaster. Gardy McGrath has successfully 
been using this combination, along with a 
BCD 5000 video controller, for almost a 
year with excellent results. To reduce 
wear and tear on the record machine, 
simplify rendering of cyclic motions, and 
increase reliability; we render our 
animations to sequences of RGB files 
using the "Save Images" command in the 
Record menu of Lightwave. This 
generates a series of 24-bit IFF files that 
we then call in as a background sequence 
in an empty scene. 


This method has several 
advantages over rendering directly to 
tape. A typical frame may take five to ten 
minutes to render on our 68040 
accelerated Amiga, but the rendered 
image can be called up and laid to tape in 
less than thirty seconds. This save a 
tremendous amount of wear and tear on 
the record machine, because it doesn’t 
have to sit there burning head hours while 
the computer is calculating the next 
frame. (You can set the "Standby-Off" 
parameters of the AU-65 to ten seconds 
and drum stop, but this is rough on the 
tape.) 


Another advantage is that cyclic 
motions only have to be rendered once, 
and can be repeated when being laid to 
tape. It is even possible to render a 
segments in reverse by using a negative 
frame advance command. 


The advantages to using the "Save 
Images" command over the "Save Frames" 
command in Lightwave include the fact 
that image files are generally much 
smaller than the fixed Framestore size of 
709K, so that many more files will fit on a 


given disk. Also, when rendering from 
Framestores, a flickering effect is evident 
because the Toaster renders Framestores 
to alternate Framebuffers, which have a 
slightly different black level. 


Two additional tips: Render with 
the camera set for "Antialiased" 
resolution, but don’t use the "Full Size 
Save" option under "Save Images." This 
generates IFF files that are too large to 
read back into Lightwave. Also, when 
playing back the finished animation, set 
the camera to "High Resolution". This 
renders background images faster with no 
loss of quality.

It has 
improved resolution and features over 
the WV-VF38A and it works well with the 
200CLE & 300CLE cameras.
